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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed rearview 
mirror with wiper blade sets forth unique structure not fairly disclosed by the prior art. In particular 
one with a wiper mechanism including first and second L-shaped pivot arms rotatably mounted at a 
fixed position at their elbows and mounted rotatably on wiper side limbs on an inner parallel wiper 
arm and mounted on driver side limbs to the wiper motor. An outer parallel wiper arm is mounted 
on the inner parallel wiper arm. The prior art does not suggest such a wiper mechanism with L- 
shaped pivot arms rotatably mounted at their elbows. Note the patent to Riggs which employs a 
pair of pivot arms, however, such are not L-shaped. Further, there is no single inner parallel wiper 
arm mounted to such pivot arms.
